Professor Says Evoluton 
Trial Result of Fear of 
Modern Discoveries 


(BY A. P. Wine) 
BOSTON,. Oct. 29-—Christianity 
“must be interpreted in the light 
of modern science or it will fail,” 
said Kirtley F. Mather, associate 
professor of physiography at Har- 
vard University, in an address at 
the Old South Meeting House to- 
day. He said that e real sig- 
nificance of the Scopes evolution 
trial lay deeper than any question 
of Old Testament interpretation. 

“Back of the modern outcry 
against evolution,” he added, “is 
a real fear that science is slowly, 
but surely, driving religion into the 
discard... . The fact is that the 
historic conflicts between scientists 
and theologians have been oceca- 
sioned primarily, if not solely, be- 
cause theologians cham- 
pioned an outworn and faulty aci-
